unity and effectiveness The Institute 

the coordinated effectiveness its chapters and 
state association members. truism has been 
stated various forms predecessors this 
office and none them has failed stress the im- 
portance those local organizations. 

The primary objective the by-laws during late 
years has been make those local societies com- 
pletely representative the profession their com- 
munities. 

The Williamsburg Convention 1936 opened 
the local chapters the entire profession that 
each them might include member associate 
every architect and architectural draftsman and 
every teacher architecture and architectural stu- 
dent the schools architecture, the territory 
the chapter. was not made mandatory for 
every chapter this, hence each one deter- 
mines for itself whether not will admit asso- 
ciates and under what conditions, and hence whether 
not within its territory will represent and 
speak for the entire profession for Institute mem- 
bers only. 

Generally, the chapters are accepting this broad 
opportunity. the forty-one chapters which 
date have brought their by-laws into conformity 
with The Institute, only two will not admit 
associateships architects who are not Institute mem- 
bers, and eight will not admit draftsmen and archi- 
tectural students junior associateships. Very 
definitely the former have circumscribed their effec- 
tiveness local units the profession and the 
latter have not accepted their obvious duties the 
draftsmen the profession and the future archi- 
tects. 

These failures chapters accept their proper 


responsibilities constitute handicap the effective 
unity and functioning The Institute; obstacle 
the chapters can easily remove they will. 

chapters have delayed bringing their 
by-laws into conformity with the by-laws The 
Institute, although four years have elapsed since 
became their duty so. This dilatoriness def- 
initely restricts their effectiveness and materially 
handicaps the endeavors The Institute. Even- 
tually this handicap will removed but the dilatory 
chapters can easily expedite its removal. 

Communications are constantly being sent The 
Institute and its committees the seventy chap- 
ters The Institute. Many these communica- 
tions require answers and often urgently so, yet long 
experience indicates that probably not more than 
forty the seventy chapters will reply and that 
not more than twenty-eight the forty will reply 
promptly. Hence, more than thirty the chapters 
probably will mute, and the answer twelve 
more those who reply will delayed they 
will not useful. This dilatoriness great han- 
dicap the efficient and proper operation The 
Institute affairs, and conspicuous with respect 
the annual reports chapters. The prompt 
receipt these The Institute essential order 
that the privileges the members the chapters 
Institute meetings will not abridged and that 
The Institute records complete the asso- 
ciates, junior associates and affiliates the chapters. 
the chapter secretaries complain that their duties 
are onerous they should remember that their failures 
act promptly entail delays The Institute offices 
and added expense there, which must come out 
dues contributed part the members their 
chapters. 
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This latter handicap could more easily and 
quickly eliminated than any the other handicaps, 
but actually its complete elimination will longer 
delayed, because its nature. 

Another handicap effective service local com- 
munities and the proper recognition the profession 
them, the lack architectural organizations 
the communities. This handicap serious and can- 
not easily quickly eliminated. chapter which 
includes more than one state its territory cannot 
equally effective all those states, and chapter 
with headquarters one city cannot effective 
community away from that city. Even the 
metropolitan areas one chapter will not serve the 
convenience all its members equally effec- 
tive all the metropolitan units. The influence 
the profession cannot wholly effective until 
every community has the benefit the united organ- 
ized action the members the profession the 
community. chapter should comprehend more 
than single state, and every community that has 
enough members the profession form archi- 
tectural society should have chapter, branch chap- 
ter, less formal unit composed members the 
profession represent and act for the profession 
the community. The development such local 
units the immediate and vital concern The 
Institute. 

The next handicap different character. 
Maybe should considered two separate handi- 
caps, for takes two forms: first, debating con- 
clusion already arrived at; second, the tendency 
sabotage conclusion before opportunity has been 
given determine whether not the conclusion 
wise. 

The tendency meetings The Institute and 
its chapters talk over the same subjects, meeting

after meeting, reiterate previous conclusions, and 
marked and occupies the time the meetings that 
constructive planning and thinking for the profes- 
sion cannot done thereat. This handicap sub- 
stantial advancement evidenced the almost uni- 
versal failure the organizations have any well 
considered long-range program which their united 
efforts can particularly directed. What definite 
program have for increasing the fields our 
practice? What definite plans have whereby 
can ensure giving better and more competent and 
comprehensive services? What plans have for 
strengthening the position the architects outside 
our larger cities? 

Because the second tendency not stick to- 
gether, The Institute and its societies find diffi- 
cult carry any conclusion its end, matter 
how unanimously the conclusion may have been 
arrived at. There are always some who actively 
attempt prevent the conclusion 
accomplished. handicap has most serious 
effect the effectiveness the organization actions. 
The profession and always will numerically 
small that have any constructive effect public 
opinion must present unified front. 
tures, civic bodies, and professional societies are 
continually bewildered the general lack unan- 
imity which our profession shows when prosecutes 
policy for its benefit. When the policies the 
profession fail accomplishment, generally not 
because opposition other interests but because 
the profession itself does not act unit. When- 
ever the profession united, can powerful 
influence, has been demonstrated more than once.

AMENDMENTS BY-LAWS 
Relating Annual Dues New Members 

Comment: Amendment that follows pro- 
posed and its adoption urged The Board. Its 
purpose ease the dues burden the newly 
admitted corporate member. Its adoption will give 
The Board power permit such member pay 
five dollars annual dues the time his admis- 
sion, instead twenty dollars present. The 
member will then pay ten dollars instead 
twenty dollars for his second year; fifteen dollars 
instead twenty dollars for his third year; and 
twenty dollars for his fourth year, and thereafter 
the prescribed dues. 


Amend Chapter Article Section paragraph 
(a) follows: 


(a) Annual Dues for Corporate Members. Every cor- 
porate member shall pay twenty-five dollars The 
Institute each year annual dues, unless ex- 
empted from the payment annual dues whole 
part; provided, however, that The Board, the con- 
curring vote not less than two-thirds its entire 
membership, may fix said dues for any year any lesser 
amount than twenty-five dollars but not less than five 
dollars; and provided further, that The Board, the 
concurring vote not less than two-thirds its entire 
membership, may fix the dues newly admitted corporate 


members not less than five dollars for the year they are 
admitted. For each succeeding year thereafter, the dues 
each such member shall increased automatically 
five dollars until said annual dues are equal the then 


current annual dues fixed for the corporate members 


generally. 


(a-1) former corporate member readmitted The 
Institute shall pay the then current annual dues fixed for 


corporate members generally.

Architect’s Services, 
Architect’s Fee, 
C—The Architect’s Contract. 


Section The first section, A—The Archi- 
tect’s Services, describes the fundamental services 
architect normally renders building 
project: the services that lead and form the 
basis for the published basic minimum fee should 
receive for rendering the services. This basic fee 
set out section 

Section also sets out services which the archi- 
tect often performs addition those normally 
renders, and special services particularly quali- 
fied perform. 

The normal architectural services described are 
those ordinarily performed, set out the usual order 
their performance. But should noted 
that particular emphasis has been given the advice 
and counsel rendered and the drawings furnished 
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before working drawings and specifications are 
started, and second, that all advice and counsel, and 
all architectural, engineering, supervision and other 
services essential rendering complete architec- 
tural service and keep the project under the direc- 
tion the architect are now definitely included 
elements the normal services. 

regard the first emphasis, The Board be- 
lieves both clients and architects have been misled 
the value and importance the services 
rendered architects prior the production 
their working drawings the rather insignificant 
terms that have been used classify such services, 
the casualness the existing documents regard- 
ing them, and the inadequacy the compensa- 
tion recommended those documents for perform- 
ing such services. impression that services 
rendered prior producing working drawings are 
comparatively unimportant and trivial wide- 
spread and takes concrete form when the architect 
makes proper charge for his services when the 
project abandoned, which charge the client 
often disagrees with being unreasonable. 

matter fact, the services rendered 
architects during the period prior their producing 
the working drawings are vital importance, for 
they settle the elements plan and design, fix the 
partis the projects, and determine the general 
types materials and methods construction 
used, the general equipment installed, and the 
amounts money necessary execute the projects. 
Architects should apply and extend the principles 
competition programs their preliminary work, and 
make the programs the project and the basic 
drawings and recommendations developed from the 
programs definitely clear that both they and 
their clients will saved the costly changes 
working drawings that otherwise are likely occur. 

Most the projects that are abandoned are 
stopped before working drawings are begun, and 
The Board believes everything possible should 
done recognize and uphold the value and im- 
portance the advice and counsel given archi- 
tects their clients during the preliminary stages 
their work, and insure that the compensation 
paid them for such services shall adequate. 

The normal services definitely include architec- 
tural supervision construction work and super- 
vision distinguished from continuous superin- 


tendence and from services clerks-of-the-works, 
both the description the supervision services 
paragraphs 14, 15, and section and 
the additional services paragraph (a) sec- 
tion 

The normal services are described section 
somewhat more detail than the existing docu- 
ments. The Board has done this order set 
out the services more definitely, foundations for 
the basic minimum fees that will developed later. 
Fees that are not based definite services and that 
not reflect current costs performing them and 
living cannot have solid foundation facts 
justify them. 

The adoption section PART will 
supersede and delete the relevant provisions In- 
stitute Document No. 177, entitled “Details 
Services Rendered,” and will require revision 
the relevant provisions the standard contract 
documents make them accord with the PART II. 
These revisions have been prepared and are ready for 
immediate promulgation The Board, PART 
adopted. 


Section Section B—The Architect’s Fee, 
continued the background and foundation for 
the basic minimum fees The and 
the chapters will publish guide the architects 
each locality making proper and adequate 
fee they should charge and paid for performing 
their services. The establishment such basic 
minimum fees throughout the various parts The 
Institute’s domain essential factor the 
proper economic development the profession. 

The Board aware that any published minimum 
fee tends, over period years, looked upon 
the public maximum fee and adequate 
and proper payment practically every kind 
building project and for every architect regardless 
the amount his experience and skill. This 
fact with relation the present published fee 
The Institute. 

The present basic fee published The Institute 
takes account the fact that was proper 
minimum fee when was adopted more than 
years ago, longer adequate, for has not 
been changed meet the increased costs imposed 
the complexity services architects now must 
render instead the simpler services they 
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had render when the present fee was determined 
nor meet the increased costs producing 
drawings and specifications nor reflect the in- 
creased costs living. 

During the next few years the present fee must 
adjusted meet the actual conditions, and sec- 
tion will the fundamental document which 
future basic minimum fees will founded. 

Attention called the existing documents 
the fact that the present published fee not 
adequate compensation for services every kind 
structure, but generally clients consider that is. 
Therefore the present fee does not reflect all that 
the architect’s costs performing his services 
the various types structures vary greatly nor 
the existing documents stress sufficiently that long 
experience and skill solving particular kinds 
projects warrant increased financial recognition. 
Section emphasizes these points. 

Section will supersede the portion Institute 
Document No. 177 that relates fees and refer- 
ences that Document will deleted from the 
By-Laws. 


Section Section C—The Architect’s Con- 
tract, sets out the fundamental provisions that 
should incorporated every contract between 
architect and his client. describes the things 
that the client should and sets out the minimum 
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amounts which, the aggregate, the architect 
should paid certain stated times the project 
abandoned prior those times. 

The Convention should note the payments are 
aggregated follows: 

(a) when the general program the project 
has been accepted the client, which 
time one-twelfth (1/12) the estimated 
total fee will due the architect; 
when the architect has completed his basic 
drawings and recommendations, which 
time payments him should aggregate one- 
third the total estimated fee; 
when the architect has substantially com- 
pleted his working drawings and specifi- 
fications, which time payments him 
should aggregate three-fourths (34) the 
estimated total fee; and 
aggregated payments interim are pro- 
vided for the event that the architect has 
begun but has not completed the working 
drawings, and different times during the 
progress the construction work. 


The Board considers the prescribed aggregated 
payments fair compensations for the services 
rendered the times prescribed, recognizing that 
the architect should not deprived all his con- 
templated profit because circumstances over which 
has control and for which not responsible 
compel him cease the performance his services.

Concerning the Selection Architect 
Direct Selection—Architectural Competition 


The architect’s relationship with his client 
will satisfactory only based mutual 
trust, respect, and integrity. 


The simplest and quickest way engaging 
architect direct selection. Thereunder the 
prospective client engages his architect directly 
written agreement, for agreed fee, soon 
satisfied the architect’s good standing his 


profession and community, his ability design and 
competence construction, his practical efficiency, 
business capacity, and good judgment. 


architectural competition established 
whenever two more architects make available 
prospective client anyone acting his behalf, 
any research, conclusion based thereon, any 
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drawing sketch any reproduction copy 
thereof made for the project. 

Sometimes, because the exigencies laws 
other reasons, the prospective client cannot, 
does not desire, select his architect directly. 
that event, may use architectural competition, 
but uses that method, then does not make 
the selection himself but delegates competi- 
tion jury, and agrees employ the architect whom 
the jury designates the winner the competition. 
The jury, however, cannot consider whether 
not the architect selected will personally agree- 
able the client nor take into consideration whether 
not the architect’s professional experience will 
satisfactory him, the client should assure him- 
self these points, either limiting the competi- 
tion architects whose compatibility and pro- 
fessional qualifications has assured himself 
making condition the competition that any 
competitor who does not qualify, may shall 
associate himself with architect who does. 

Such competition should conducted under 
conditions that will attract architects ability, 
equitable all concerned, provide competent, fair 
and impartial judgment, and bring out the best 
results for the client. accomplish these things, 
essential that the competition embrace pro- 
fessional adviser advise the client and conduct the 
procedure the competition; written program 


the competition, constituting contract between 
the client and the competitors; anonymity sub- 
missions; judgment expert and unpreju- 
diced jury; and, the competition for definite 
project definite site, agreement employ 
the winner the competition the architect the 
project perform the architectural services de- 
scribed, and pay him the fee stated, the pro- 
gram, unless barred from doing law legal 
restraint. 

The essentials stated above must set out 
the program the competition and all other 
ditions set out therein must equitable all con- 
cerned before members The American Institute 
Architects enter it. assure that such the 
case, The Institute will scrutinize the programs 
architectural competitions that are held within 
its domain and that come its knowledge, and will 
approve such thereof finds worthy and com- 
pliance with the prescribed conditions. soon as, 
but not before, such approval given competi- 
tion program, members The Institute may take 
part the competition any capacity, invited. 

The above provisions shall not construed 
prohibiting two more members The Insti- 
tute, each definitely engaged, with adequate 
compensation, from submitting diréctly indirectly 
client reports, with without drawings, con- 
cerning the same site project. 


PART III 


Concerning the Architect’s Services, Fees, and Contracts 
ARCHITECT’S SERVICES 


ARCHITECTURAL SERVICES 


The architectural services described below are 
those normally rendered architects building 
projects and those contemplated performed for 
the fees and under the form contract published 
The Institute. services vary detail ac- 
cording the type, character, extent, and location 
the project, but none them can omitted 
lessened without detriment the project. They are 
performed sequence, the project develops, gen- 
erally four main stages: the Preliminary Stage, 
the Basic Drawing Stage, the Working Drawing 
Stage, and the Construction Stage. 


PRELIMINARY STAGE 


During the Preliminary Stage, the client 
should outline the architect his ideas the 
project and discuss with him its purposes, its gen- 
eral plan and design, its feasibility, location, envi- 
rons, general type construction and equipment, 
the time necessary build it, its probable useful life 
and cost, and the means financing it. 

When the minds the architect and his client 
have met these essential matters, the architect 
writes them into memorandum called the Program 
the project, for the acceptance his client. 
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Tue Basic Drawinc STAGE 


Based the accepted program, the architect 
makes his general studies the project, determine 
the plan and design and the relevant data will rec- 
ommend his client. investigates various possi- 
bilities design, placement site, materials, meth- 
ods construction and equipment, familiarizes him- 
self with efficient methods operating the project 
for its purposes, and examines laws and ordinances 
and rules and regulations governmental authori- 
ties and insurance carriers for their effect. 

When his studies have progressed the point 
that warrants it, the architect makes the Basic 
Drawings. are small scale, sufficient 
illustrate his conclusions and clearly fix the general 
plan and design all essentials. then prepares 
Recommendations supplement the drawings, call- 
ing attention the significance the elements 
the design; describing the general type construc- 
tion, material and equipment recommends for it; 
setting out estimate the time should take 
the construction work properly under normal 
conditions; and estimate the probable cost 
the project, based such basic drawings and 
recommendations and the then current prices 
labor and materials. 

The architect should submit the basic draw- 
ings and recommendations his client for study and 
approval and reach agreement with him all 
essential elements, and should not begin his services 
the working drawing stage until that agreement 
has been reached and the client has approved the 
basic drawings and recommendations. 


Tue STAGE 


During the Working Drawing Stage the archi- 
tect develops the working drawings, specifications, 
general conditions and bid forms. technical 
instruments are the tangible expressions the archi- 
tect’s ideas from which the cost the project can 
established and the building constructed. 

Working Drawings should logical develop- 
ments the approved basic drawings, and the Spe- 
cifications logical developments the approved rec- 
ommendations, further study indicates improve- 
ments therein, and they should not vary essentially 
therefrom except consent the client. The 
working drawings should include all essential archi- 
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tectural and engineering drawings; all essential 
drawings and lists surface treatments and cover- 
ings, sculptures, and improvements the site areas, 
and all essential scale details. Generally, they 
should show plans, elevations and sections the 
structures and details the work, and indicate the 
various materials and where and how they are 
used, whereas the Specifications should describe the 
types and qualities the materials and finish, and 
the general manner their construction, assemblage 
and erection. The two documents should comple- 
ment and supplement each other. 

The General Conditions are supplementary 
both working drawings and specifications and set 
out the conditions under which the work described 
should done. 

10. The Bid Forms are prepared the architect 
for use bidders. The architect advises his client 
concerning the qualifications those who are 
invited bid, and issues the notices and bid forms 
those invited. Unless laws otherwise require, 
receives the bids, sealed, for his client and advises 
him concerning the acceptance thereof. 

11. Blue Prints and Specifications. archi- 
tect’s drawings and specifications for project are 
his instruments service and such are and re- 
main his property all times. part his 
normal services should furnish one copy each 
drawing and specification his client. All other 
copies, for bidders, construction purposes, permits, 
records, other purposes are loaned and the cost 
making and delivering the copies should paid 
the client construction expense. 


Tue STAGE 


12. The Construction Stage the period during 
which the work designed and specified the archi- 
tect fabricated and erected installed, and the 
services performed the architect during that stage 
are many. The principal ones are outlined below. 

13. Construction Contracts. When contrac- 
tor’s bid accepted the client, the architect pre- 
pares the terms, conditions, and forms contract 
therefor, and the forms the other instruments 
that usually form part the contract. 

14. Supervision. soon construction con- 
tract awarded, the architect begins supervision 
the construction, erection, and the installation its 
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equipment, and finishing the project, keeping the 
client apprised the progress and condition the 
work being done. 

15. visits the work from time time, en- 
deavoring aid the contractors and obtain full per- 
formances their contracts without delay error. 
makes the essential full-size details, and approves 
the contractors’ shop drawings submitted him 
when finds the work illustrated compliance 
with the contract. 

16. required, will provide clerk-of-the- 
works continuous superintendence those parts 
the work that need it, but payment for such 
clerk superintendence should additional any 
percentage lump sum fee. 

17. Contract Changes. any change found 
necessary the construction work, the time its 
completion, any other provision the construc- 
tion contracts, the architect should prepare Modifi- 
cation Contract, describing the change, its cost, 
and its effect the time completion the con- 
tract and should obtain thereon the signatures the 
client and the contractor affected. such manner, 
the architect should keep all contracts current 
work, price, time, and conditions. 

18. Certificates for Payments. The construction 
contracts should provide that every contractor, be- 
fore any payment made him the client, must 
obtain certificate from the architect stating that 
the payment due and its amount, and present the 
certificate the client for payment. The architect 
keeps accurate current records all contract prices, 
the amounts thereof has certificated for payment, 
and the balances certified. 

19. Acceptance Contracts. When the archi- 
tect satisfied that contractor has fulfilled the 
terms his contract, accepts the contractor’s 
work for the client, and issues his statement that 
effect, filing the statement with the client and con- 
tractor, and with the sureties and insurance carriers 
the work, and the public record when that 

ADDITIONAL SERVICES 

20. Services additional those which the archi- 
tect normally renders are often performed him 
for his client, for which should charge and 
paid compensation addition the fee for per- 
forming his normal services. Such additional serv- 


ices and compensation should set out the 
architect’s contract far the likelihood the 
services can anticipated. Otherwise the addi- 
tional compensation should agreed with the client 
before the additional services are rendered. 

21. The most usual these additional services 
are follows: 


(a) The construction projects often requires 
the services clerks-of-the-works, and every 
project times needs continuous superin- 
tendence, particularly when steel other 
framework masonry, concrete other 
plastic materials are being placed. sup- 
plement his regular supervision, the archi- 
tect will provide such clerks-of-the-works 
and continuous superintendence required, 
for which should charge stated sum 
stated rate, addition his regular 
fee. 


The architect his assistants, discharge 
his duties under the contract, may required 
leave the locality his office, which 
event should reimbursed for traveling 
and subsistence expenses for himself and 
assistants. The locality the office should 
prescribed the contract. 


The client may require the architect advise 
regarding the purchase installation 
materials work not designed him, 
which event should charge therefor 
stated amount stated rate. 


The architect may required appear 
expert witness, otherwise act the 
representative the client, which event 
should charge therefor stated amount 
stated rate, proportionate the im- 
portance the question work involved. 


The client may require the architect de- 
sign furniture, fixtures, and decorative work, 
each which requires him render serv- 
ices excess his normal services. 
performs the services, should charge 
therefor stated amount stated rate. 


Any change the building project after the 
basic drawings are approved any delay its 
any change contract for the 
project; any damage the project the

22. Special services connection with asso- 
ciateships with other architects members the 
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allied professions, are often performed architects 
lieu those described normal additional 


23. The value the architect’s advice and coun- 
sel consultant, supervisor, associate, lies his 
especial competence and experience projects 
the nature the one under consideration. Each 
them important and useful service, growing 
importance. compensation should commen- 
surate with the services performed. 


B—THE ARCHITECT’S FEE 


24. The architect’s compensation should ade- 
quate recompense him profitably for rendering his 
best services. who accepts lesser amounts be- 
cause the exigencies competition other cir- 
cumstances, may provide inferior services for 
time, but cannot continue doing without affecting 
unfavorably his professional standing and that 
every other architect and the profession. Architects 
have service render society that other pro- 
fession can offer. 


25. The conditions locale, site, size, occupancy, 
and construction are different for every building, 
and since these conditions affect and govern the 
scope the services required performed 
the architect and the time, detail, and cost involved 
performing them, only the architect directly 
contact with given project position 
know the conditions must meet, the scope 
services will required perform, and the 
amount should cost him perform them, and 
thus determine the amount fee that will fairly 
compensate him for performing the services. 

26. Obviously, determining the fee the follow- 
ing things must taken into consideration. 

(a) The local prices affecting the architect’s liv- 
ing expenses and the costs performing his 
services 

(b) The site the project, its contours, and its 
distance from the architect’s 

(c) The nature the project, whether new 
construction, repairs, remodeling, furniture, 
fixtures, decoration, etc. 


(d) The occupancy the building, the extent 
its subdivisions and equipment 

(e) The nature and manner the construction, 
whether wood, concrete, masonry, steel, 
and whether constructed day labor un- 
der more than single contract; 

The period over which the construction work 
extend; 

(g) Unusual conditions under which the archi- 
tect must perform his 

(h) The competence and experience the 
architect. 


26. Because all the foregoing things must 
considered determining the amount each fee, 
evident that appropriate fee any given 
case could not universally applied, and that 
not possible set amounts any schedule that 
could proper mandatory compensation for 
performing architectural services under all circum- 
stances. Yet for the general guidance the pro- 
fession, The Institute has been able set basic 
fees which experience has proved the minimum 
amounts that architects practicing within any por- 
tion its domain have found adequate for perform- 
ing their services properly under the stated circum- 
stances. 

27. Using the minimum fees set out The Insti- 
tute foundations, each chapter The Institute 
publishes its own schedules basic fees which may 
used the architects practicing within its ter- 
ritory foundation for determining the amount 
their fee any particular case. Fees chapter 
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schedules that vary from the corresponding fees set 
out The Institute schedule have been adjusted 
reflect local conditions that could not compre- 
hended the nation-wide schedule, and are the 
minimum fees that the architects practicing within 
the territory the chapter have found ade- 
quate for the kinds building projects stated, 
under the stated conditions. 

28. Basic fees are expressed percentages the 
costs the projects, for that the only practical 
way generalizing compensations that depend 
many conditions. Each published basic fee 
based the assumptions that normal architectural 
services are performed, that the project not 
distant from the architect’s office and 
approximately level site, that the work con- 
structing done under single contract 
and for fixed sum, and that the conditions under 
which the services are rendered are alike. 


29. proper basic minimum fee that archi- 
tect should charge and paid for performing nor- 
mal architectural services, described Part III-A 
above, plus the architect’s costs providing 
competent heating, ventilating, mechanical and elec- 
trical engineering services, for building project 

(a) that located level site and has un- 

usual site conditions, 

(b) that has unusual features construction, 

(c) that new structure and constructed 

new materials, 

(d) that constructed under single con- 

tract and for fixed sum, 

(e) that not used for residential in- 

stitutional purposes for mixed occupancy, 

that has unusual conditions which may 

prolong the period construction beyond 
normal period. 


The amount each fee should computed 
the total cost the completed project. 

30. architects perform services under condi- 
tions differing from those described above they 
perform any Additional Services Special Services 
described Part III-A these Standards, then 
proper that they should charge and paid 
greater fee than one based the stated basic mini- 
mum fee, 


31. virtually the entire project con- 
structed under separate contracts rather than under 
single contract, then architects are required per- 
form the services necessary coordinate the various 
trades and works the project. Such services are 
additional the normal architectural services 
which the basic minimum fees are based and archi- 
tects are entitled charge and paid additional 
fees for performing such additional services. 

Under the conditions stated, such additional com- 
pensations normally should not less than 
the total cost the completed project. 

the mechanical and electrical works only are 
done under separate contracts, then the additional 
services are less involved and the additional 
compensation should computed the aggregate 
amounts the separate contracts. 

32. During the architects’ performance the 
basic and the working drawing stages their 
services, they should paid installments their 
fees monthly other regular intervals their 
services progress. installments paid during each 
such stage should aggregate completion the 
stage amount computed according the pro- 
visions paragraph (a), (b), (c) (d) para- 
graph PART these Standards, which- 
ever said paragraphs appropriate. 

33. The amount basic minimum fee should 
not reduced because the use any old ma- 
terials, materials furnished below market cost, 
labor furnished less than the prevailing 
rate nor account any penalties, liquidated dam- 
ages, other sums withheld temporarily other- 
wise from payments contractors. 

34. Using the basic minimum fees published 
The Institute foundations, each chapter The 
Institute should prepare and publish its own sched- 
ule local basic minimum fees, for the guidance 
architects practicing within its territory determin- 
ing the amounts their fees. chapter 
schedules may vary from the published fees 
The Institute because they have been ad- 
justed reflect local conditions that could not 
comprehended the nation-wide basic fees and 
because they have been amplified apply differ- 
ent types buildings. However, they are the 
minimum fees that the architects practicing within 
the territory the chapter have found ade- 
quate for the types building projects stated 
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the schedule, under the stated conditions. 

35. Those who use the published basic minimum 
fees should consider the assumptions made estab- 
lishing them, and fully understand that every pub- 
lished fee subject adjustment every case 


where the actual conditions vary from the assumed 
ones, and not assumed adequate compensa- 
tion for architect who especially qualified 
demonstrated ability and long experience for serv- 
ice any particular project. 


ARCHITECT’S CONTRACT 


36. The architect should always have written 
agreement with his client. 


37. The architect’s contract should set out the 
and scope the client’s project, its site 
and location, and the time within which 
intended complete it; describe the services 
performed the architect and fix the 
compensation paid therefor; fix the amount 
each installment the compensation and the 
time which paid; describe the special 
and additional services the client may require the 
architect perform and fix the additional com- 
pensation paid him therefor; set out the things 
done the client; fix the conditions under 
which the contract may terminated prior the 
completion the architect’s services and the amount 
paid the architect such termination; fix 
the conditions under which the contract may 
assigned, who continue case the death 
disability the architect, etc. 


38. The architect’s contract should provide that 
the client will pay for and furnish the architect 
with complete and accurate survey the building 
site, showing the grades and lines streets, pave- 
ments and adjoining properties, the rights, restric- 
tions, easements, boundaries and contours the 
building site, and full information sewer, 
water, gas and electric services the site; and will 
pay for soil borings soil test pits and for chemical, 
mechanical, other tests, when the architect deems 
such borings, pits, tests are necessary. 


CONTRACTS 


39. the project abandoned, temporarily 
otherwise, the client, the architect the 
client find their relationship has become incompati- 
ble, then the agreement between architect and client 
very properly should terminated. which event 


the proportionate payments due the architect should 
follows: 


(a) If, the time the contract terminated, the 
program the project has been approved 
and the architect has not begun the prepara- 
tion the basic drawings, his payment should 
amount equal not less than one- 
twelfth his estimated total fee. 


(b) If, the time the contract terminated, the 
architect has completed the basic drawings 
and recommendations, his payment should 
amount aggregating not less than one- 
third his estimated total fee. 


(c) If, the time the contract terminated, 
the architect has substantially completed 
the working drawings and specifications, his 
payment should amount aggregating 
not less than three-quarters his estimated 
total fee. has begun but has not com- 
pleted the working drawings and specifica- 
tions that extent, then his payment should 
aggregate amount equal the full one- 
third amount set out under (b) above, plus 
additional amount that will reimburse him 
full for his costs and overhead expenses 
the project subsequent starting the 
working drawings, plus amount equal 
not less than one-quarter the said costs and 
expenses. 

(d) the contract terminated after con- 
struction work has been started but before 
substantially completed, the architect’s 
payment should his total fee, less the 
amount the architect estimates will his 
cost completing his services. 

(e) the contract terminated after the con- 
struction work substantially completed, the 
architect’s payment should his total fee.
